TEL AVIV, Oct. 15. (Agencies) — Sev- 
eral thousand militant Israelis set up tents at 
more than 30 points in the West Bank of the 
Jordan Monday in protest against the Israeli 
government's refusal to grant them more 
land in the area. 

The squatters, mostly from Jewish settle- 
ments in the West Bank area, moved out at 
dawn in trucks and cars from Jenin in the 
north to Hebron and Jericho in the south and 
east near the Jordan River. 

Israeli Array units moved into the area but 
cleared 10 of the sites. 

Elyakira Haetzni, a leader of the fanatical 
Gush Emunim said Monday’s action was 
mainly symbolic. 

Haetzni told a press conference about 
5,000 Israelis were involved in the action but 
tbey would not put up a fight if soldiers 
evicted them. 

Military o fficials said the figure was closer 
to 3,000. 

Haetzni said Sunday's cabinet decision to 
expand seven existing settlements in the 
occupied area, using state-owned land, was 
not enough. 

“ We have shown the government that 
there are millions of dunams (acres) of 
state-owned land and we are not evicting a 
single Arab iom his land, ” he said. 

Military authorities said the only violence 
occurred at an army barricade near a squa ter 
site outside Ramailah. 

A soldier fired at the car of militan t Knes- 
set member Moshe Shamir who tried to force 
his way into the site. One of the wheel rims 
was hit but the car continued on its way. 

Shamir, an ardent supporter of Gush 
Emunim and founder of the new ultra- 
nationalist" Rebirth " Party, insisted that be 
had the right as a Knesset member to enter 
the closed area. 

Military authorities said all the squatters 
were quitting the sites of their own accord but 
many were, moving to other hilltops, waiting- 
for the soldiers to reach them and order them 
out. 

Americans, 
Pakistani 
win Nobel 

STOCKHOLM. Oct. 1 5 ( AP) — The 1 979 
Nobel Prize in physics was awarded Monday 
to two Americans and a Pakistani and the 
chemistry prize to an American and a West 
German as U.S. scientists again this year 
dominated the international awards. 

A total of seven laureates selected for the 
three 1979 science prizes are Americans, the 
same number as last year. 

The physics prize was awarded to Profes- 
sors Sheldon L. Glashow and Steven Wein- 
berg, both 46, of Harvard, and Abdus SaJam, 
53 a Pakistani physicist working in London 
and Trieste, Italy, for studies aimed at 
unlocking the mystery of forces that hold 
matter together. They believe their work may 
eventually find a fible force underlying the 
universe. 

The chemistry prize was awarded to Pro- 
fessors Herbert C. Brown, 67, of Purdue 
University, West Lafayette, Indiana, and 
Georg Wittig, 82, of the University of 
Heidelberg, ~ West Germany, for their 
development of chemical tools for synthesiz- 
ing organic compounds. 

Monday's awards were made by the Swed- 
ish Royal Academy of Sciences. Each prize 
carries a Si 90,000 stipend to be shared 
among its winners. 

The academy cited the three physics win- 
ners “for their contributions to the theory of 
unified weak and electromagnetic interaction 
between elementary particles, including... the 
prediction of the weak neutral current." 

In 1967, Weinberg proposed that elec- 
tromagnetism and a class of subnuclear reac- 
tions called the “weak interactions” could be 
understood as different expressions of the 
process described by a single group of equa- 
tions called a “broken gauge symmetry 
group." . 

Salam independently proposed a similar 
theory a few months later. 

* It turned out to be the first unification of 
two basic natural forces since electricity and 
magnetism were shown to be connected more 
than a century ago.

Ministers meeting will be those from the 
Kingdom, Bahrain, Kuwait, Qatar, the 
U.A.E. and Oman, according to the SPA 
report. 

The meeting follows several weeks of dip- 
lomatic initiatives by the Kingdom designed 
to cool tensions in the Gulf, which have arisen 
over rumored designs Iran has on some Guli 
areas. 

And while that has been repeatedly denied 
by the government in Tehran, large-scale 
maneuvers in foe Gulf by the Iranian navy 
earlier this month did tittle to calm the situa- 
tion. 

Since the Iranian question first arose in 
serious several weeks ago, senior Saudi Ara- 
bian and other Gulf state officials have been 
in almost continuous contact with one 
another. 

It has been Bahrain and Kuwait Which have 
been the most concerned of Gulf states on the 
issue of relations with Iran, with Kuwait 
expelling or jailing several Iranians involved 
in political activities. 

In a further attempt to defuse the situation, 
Iran’s official spoksman and deputy premier, ‘ 
Sadek Tabatabai, told a Kuwaiti newspaper

in an interview published Monday, that his 
country has no territorial ambitions in the 
Gulf region. 

Tabatabai said he gave such an assurance 
to Ruler of Bahrain Sheikh Issa bin Salman al 
Khalifa when he visited Iran last week. 

“I made it clear to him that the irrespons- 
ible statements which created misunder- 
standing between us have not been made by 
officials or revolutionary leaders" Tabatabai 

added in an interview with the Al-Qabas 
newspaper.

The Iranian foreign minister will visit 
Kuwait and other countries in the area 
shortly, to strengthen relations Tabatabai 
said.

Minister speaks on industrial unity 


JEDDAH, OcL 15 (SPA) —

The committee is made up of 
ministers from the Kingdom, Iraq 
and Algeria, and a team led by 
Ayad AJ-Uzzabi from the Arab 
Industrial Development Council. 
Tbeir deliberations will last for 
two days. 

Iraqi Industry Minister Taher 
Tewfik said the Algeria meeting 
will review the Arab World’s gen- 


eral industrial situation until 1985 
and examine future industrial 
development. 

It will make separate studies of

West Europe losing confidence 
In U.S. Mideast policy, China says 


PEKING, Oct. 15 ( AP) — 
China said Monday that Western 
European countries, anxious for 
peace and stability in the Middle 
East, “are moving on their own . 
because they have lost confidence 
in the U.S. Middle East policy." 

The official news agency 
Xinhua said this in a rare com- 
mentary coinciding with the start 
of Premier Hua Guofengs 
three- week tour of Western 
Europe. 

The appearance of the com- 
mentary at this time suggests that 
the Middle East situation is one of 
the major problems Hua will dis- 
cuss with the leaders of France,, 
West Germany. Britain and Italy. 


Xinhua, which reflects the gov- 
ernment's thinking, said the 
Soviet Union has launched a polit- 
ical offensive in the Middle East 
“at a time when the U.S. govern- 
ment is in a confusion on its policy 
in Palestine nd when the U.S. pres- 
ident is vacillating before domes- 
tic and world opinion. Its aim is to 
stop Palestine approaching the 
U.S. and Western Europe." 

Reviewing the course of Ameri- 
can policy, Xinhua said the United 
States advanced a proposal in the 
United Nations which to some 
extent recognized the rights of the 
Palestinian people but " recreated 
later in the face of the opposition of 
Israel and its (America's) domes- 


tic Jewish community." 

It said Washington has “tried 
cautiously to make contacts with 
Palestine" since it threatened, 
then withdrew, a veto of an Arab 
proposal in the United Nations 
Security Council. 

It noted also that the United 
States is reportedly considering 
inviting some Palestinian person- 
ages to visit Washington. 

“However,” it continued, “the 
United States has made its Middle 
East policy to side with IsnJcl. 
Submitted to pressure and with 
many misgivings, the United 
Stales appears now to have no 
courage to take a step forward."

TEHRAN. Oct. 15 (R) — 
Iran’s Council of Experts has pas- 
sed a constitutional clause giving 
Ayatollah Khomeini the authority 
to name armed forces chiefs, 
declare war and veto candidates 
for the presidency. 

The clause was passed Sunday 
after a week-long debate in the 
73-member assembly, which ear- 
lier named Khomeini as Iran’s 
supreme political and spiritual 
leader. 

The six-point article empowers 
Iran’s revolutionary leader to act 
as head of the armed forces as well 
as to name the chiefs of the three 
services.

In bis role as revolutionary 
leader, Khomeini has already 
exercised wide-ranging powers, 
including sending troops lo Kur- 
distan last August to crush u Kurd- 
ish rebellion.

The mission is to duplicate two technically advanced bases which 
Israel built in Sinai following the 1967 war, and to accomplish this 
with as little impact as possible on the Israeli society and inflated 
economy. 

The builders are using a “machine-intensive” construction 
method to compress a five-year job into three years. Israel is taking a 
more leisurely five years to build a third air base in the Negev. 

Nothing has been done yet on the base to be built by the Israelis, 
for the site is occupied by some 6,000 Bedouins who don't want To 
move and don* t Like the compensation offered by the government. 
The two American sites arc totally vacant, so construction may face 
some delay. 

Never before has Israel allowed outsiders to build military 
facilities, and the Americans nave had to deal with a certain amount 
of wounded pride as well as complaints that Israelis should get at least 
some of the jobs.

Organizing committee chair- 
man Hermann Neibergcr of East 
Germany announced that the first 
nation drawn would go into Group 
Three, which already included the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia 
— unless it was Albania. 

Luck bad it that Albania was foe 
first of the low seeds to come out, 
and was assigned to Group One 
with West Germany, Austria, 
Bulgaria and Finland 

In Warsaw, Polish officials were 
disconsolate about being drawn in 
a three-country qualifying group 
with East Germany and Malta. 

“ I am not happy with the draw,” 
said national manager Ryszard 
Kulesza. “2 had hoped Poland 
would play in a group of five 
teams.- That set-up lets you 
arrange your forces, make some 
tactical maneuvers.” 

His- thoughts were echoed by 
Olympic trainer Edmund Zien- 
tara who said that in a five-team 
group “is?s not so much chance, a 
bit of lock, a moment’s indisposi- 
tion which decides the placing.” 

The Polish news agency PAP 
predicted that fans would also be 
disappointed, since instead of 
eight qualifying matches there 
would be only four, of which only 
the two against East Germany 
promised to be exciting. 

Poland has developed a sort of 
phobia .about East Germany, 
which although weaker on paper 
have had the best of the two Euro- 
pean championship dashes bet- 
ween the two countries and also 
robbed Poland of the Olympic 
Gold Medal in 1976. 

The Soviet Union's national 
team is meanwhile again without a 
coach after its elimination from 
the European championship. 

Konstantin Beskov, appointed 
to replace Nikita Simonyan in 
August, stepped down after a 1-0 
defeat by Greece last month which 
destroyed Soviet hopes of qualify- 
ing for tile finals of the champion- 
ship. 

For Sunday’s friendly match 


against Romania in Moscow, 
which the Soviets won 3-1, the 
team was coached by Oleg 
Bazilyevich and Sergei Mosyagin. 

BazUyevich manages Tashkent, 
the Central Asian ride whrih lost 
most of its players in an air crash in 
August. 

Officials at foe state sports 
committee said Monday no deci- 
sion had been taken on the 
appointment of a coach to prepare 
the team for the World Cup qual- 
ifying matches.

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THE APOLOGISTS 


There are those who are ready to philosophize on the question of 
peace in the Middle East For them it is easy to justify direct contacts 
with the Israelis as necessary “staged* towards that valuable goal. 
Abject concessions they like to describe as parts of the political game. 
Surrender a sign of astuteness. 

These also offer glib explanations for Israel 1 s continuing, and daily 
intensifying, policy of colonizing the West Bank. But what they 
explain away in this confortable manner is a daily physical fact for 
West Bankers. No argument avails against such self evident facts. 
The cancer of occupation and settlement eats away, progressively 
and painfully, into their homeland, into their very being as Palesti- 
nians. 

West Bankers and Gazans live the reality of occupation and slow 
strangulation. They know the undeclared war on them waged by the 
Israelis; and woqder how the rest of the Arabs simply drift along 
arguing about “solutions" and “problems^ , and the rights or wrongs 
of this or that approach to "peace.” 

They cannot be blamed if they despaired of the Arab world, 
especially that part of it which has suddenly found “cousins" among 
the Israelis. They see the Israelis daily adding to the walls that block 
off any possibility of peace; and hear the Arabs bicker on the “right 
way to peace.” 

But Palestinians are well schooled in adversity: and will not easily 
give in to despair. Their history of insistence to occupation and 
colonisation does not merely date back from the 1967 war, as is 
commonly assumed, but from the first days of the Zionist incursion 
into their homeland at the beginning of the century. 

The rest of the Arabs are called upon to live up to the expectations 
(and their sustainment is nothing but an impressive act of faith) of the 
people of the West Bank and Gaza. They have to intensify the 
material and moral support to the Palestinians. They have to realize 
what the Palestinians under Israeli occupation know from experi- 
ence: that the Israeli s will not rest until they complete their enslave- 
ment by divorcing the m from their land and making them into second 
class citizens in their own homelands. 

Those who up to now have defended direct contact with the 
Israelis, in the shameful and self-deluding “peace process", have a 
duty to come dean: Either admit what everyone now knows, that the 
said" peace" is in fact bilateral, leaving the people of Palestine to the 
lender mercies of their heartless enemy; or announce that they have 
given Israel all conceivable opportunity to come up with one, how- 
ever modesL gesture of peace and justice towards the Palestinians — 
all to no avail. 
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Soviets make 
push toward 
South Pacific

WELLINGTON — 

The Soviet Union’s latest attempt to gain a 
fishing base in the South Pacific is being 
watched with close interest by Western dip 1 
* lomats in New Zealand. 

Soviet officials have completed a second 
round of negotiations with the Cook T*lanH< 

— a self-governing territory of New Zealand 

— over fishing access to the tiny nation's 
200-mile economic zone. 

' Already there have been hints that exdu- 
sive entry rights might be granted to Soviet 
fishing ships over this vast 850,000- square- 
mile slice of the Pacific and that on-shore 
facilities might also be granted. 

That would disturb other island nations of ' 
the region and could even cause complica- 
tions with Washington. The most likely 
deep-water berth would be at Penryn Island, 

. in the northern Cook group, which was origi- 
nally said to have been discovered by Ameri- 
can whalers. 

An historic claim by Washington to the 
northern Cook group remains on the books, 
although diplomats an d officials here say the 
United States has no intention of asserting it. 
Washington is, in fact, p lanning to relinquish 
claims to some 26 islands throughout the 
South Pacific, although this is a long process. 

Observers are waiting to see just what 
license fee Moscow offers the Cook Islands 
for exclusive access rights and on-shore 
facilities. Rejections have followed previous 
approaches to other South Pacific nations. 

According to one senior diplomat here, 
Moscow is also embarrassed at being out- 
flanked by the Chinese, who have established 
missions in both Fiji and Western Samoa. 

The Soviet thrust for a South Pacific 
toehold began in earnest in 1976 with an 
offer to the King of Tonga for an interna- 
tional airport in exchange for fishing base 
rights. Tonga rejected the approach after 
concern was expressed by New Zealand, 
Australia and other Pacific nations. 

Less publicized approaches were made to 
Samoa, but were fended off. At this stage the 
then American Deputy Secretary of State, 
Warren Christopher, visiting New Zealand, 
warned that any Soviet toehold in the South 
Pacific would not remain just a toehold for 
long. 

Moscow then sought to establish a miss ion 
in Fiji, where Peking was active with a large 
embassy. Bat this was firmly rejected by Fiji 
Prime Minister Ratu Sir Kamisese Mara, who 
blamed Moscow subversion for many of Hjf s 
labour problems . — (OFNS) 



Stockholm vs. the Kremlin: everybody loses

STOCKHOLM - 

Sweden and the Soviet Union are making 
behind-the-scenes efforts to patch up their tradi- 
tional entente, which has taken two knocks 
recently: 

First, the cancellation Oct. 2 of a tour of Scan- 
dinavia by the Soviet experimental theater group, 
Sovremennik. 

Second, Sweden's rejection of the latest Soviet 
explanation of the fate of Raoul Wallenberg, a 
Swedish diplomat who disappeared in the Soviet 
Union more than 30 years ago. 

The cancellation of the Sovremennik tour is seen 
here as a crude bid by the Soviet Union to hah the 
current embarrassing rash of artists defecting to the 
West. 

It came without notice and without explanation 
after the cancellation of the Moscow Symphony 
Orchestra’s tour of America. 

The Sovremennik had been due to put on two 
plays, mchiriing Chekhov's ‘Hie Cherry Orchard, 


at theaters in Stockholm, Mai mo and Oslo in Nor- 
way. 

Malmo City Theater claims it has lost more than 
$20,000 as a result and is threatening to sue Gos- 
conconsert. tbe Soviet organizers. 

Jan-Olaf ’ Strandberg, manager of the Royal 
Dramatic Theater in Stockholm, where some 800 
ticket-holder? will have to be refunded, protested 
sharply to Gosconconsprt. 

But, on a diplomatic level, Sweden is anxious to 
play down the Sovremennik affair, which could 
hinder further attempts to shed light on the «*<» of 
Raoul Wallenberg. 

Wallenberg, who helped hundreds of Jews to the 
West from Eastern Europe, was in 1945 serving as a - 
diplomat in Hungary when he was arrested, charged 
with espionage and taken to the Soviet Union. 

The official Soviet explanation of lias fate is 
always the same: tint he died in prison two years 
later. Swedish Prime Minister Ola Ulisten has just 
dismissed the latest of these,- which came/ from 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin.

Trying to plug the holes in the infamous wall

BERLIN — 

Only a few nights ago the back of the River Spree 
400 yards east of the Berlin Wall was a quiet place 
for an evening stroll. If anyone noticed the young 
man dressed in a frogman's outfit lowering himself 
into the dark sluggish water, they probably thought 
he bad a particularly unpleasant overtime task for a 
cold autumn night. 

The frogman swam along the river bed. Soon he 
was in the most closely watched stretch of water in 
Europe, where, under the guns of the German bor- 
der guards, the Spree briefly becomes the frontier 
between the two Berlins. 

His oxygen equipment was fixed so that no bub- 
ble would reach the surface. In the pitch darkness, 
the frogman had to find the second waterway to bis 
left — not the first which ran directly under the 
Wall, where he could be shot when he rose to the 
surface. 

He swam through a lock into a canal and surfaced 
in the West — in the long dreamed of free world, 
where his first words to an astonished bus driver 
were: ‘Take me to the police.' 

The bank of the River Spree is, it need hardly be 
said, no longer a quiet place for an evening stroll. 
The East German frontier police have orders to 
close the escape loopholes exposed by the 33- 
year-old frogman’s epic swim and by the even more 
spectacular incident a few days earlier, in which Jwo 
families sailed over the frontier further south in a 
home-made balloon. 

The escape stories have been the wo ret kind of 
publicity as Communist East Germany got ready to 
celebrate its 30th anniversary last week. 

The Germany behind the Wall — the German 
Democratic Republic (GDR) — has some 
achievements to its credit to which its Communist 
Party leader, Erich Honecker, can point with pride. 

It has raised itself, despite heavy initial disadvan- 
tages, to rank among the leading industrial powers. 
It has health and welfare services which many other 
countries might envy. Wages are low but so is the 
price of heavily subsidized essential consumer 


goods. The achievements of East German athletes 
are the wonder of the world’s stadiums, even if 
there are some strong doubts about the gruelling 
training methods that produce them. 

But now economic difficulties are beginning to 
accumulate. Along with the other Comecorl pow- 
ers, the GDR is being hit by the energy crisis. It has 
built up a debt estimated at $6 billion in its trade 
with the West The GDR is plagued by an acute 
labor shortage and its reliance on imported raw 
materials. The 5.5 per cent growth forecast for this 
year is falling back to somewhere in the region of 4 
per cent 

Not only are essential goods often in short supply 
but a privileged elite has access to vastly superior 
clothes, cars and household machinery from the 
West The elite is made of leading members of the 
Communist bureaucracy and those East Germans 
who, through visiting relations from the West, or 
moonlighting overtime work for the privileged 
class, can get their hands on West German marks. 

The Western Deutsche mark has established 
itself as the country* s second currency. A few weeks 
ago Hoaecker tried to cut back the growth of the 
black market in Western marks by placing restraints 
on trading in the chain of Inters bops, where West- 
ern luxury goods are on sale for those who can pay 
in Western currency. 

Now Western marks have to be exchanged for 
vouchers before purchases are made at Intershops, 
so that the identities of the holders of Western 
money can be checked. 

But the intake of Deutsche marks is too impor- 
tant a prop for the GDR’s economy for it to be 
sacrificed to the complaints of those without access 
to Bonn's magic currency. It may not be the kind of 
socialism they were taught to expect, but if s the 
kind the country needs. 

The appeal of the West has long been East Ger- 
many’s worst headache, the source of grave errors 
and perhaps upheavals to come. Before the Wad 
was erected along the Iron Curtain boundary in 
.1961, some three million East German citizens had 
moved over to the West. 


hi the years that followed, refugees burrowed, 
under the wall, threw themselves on the wire and 
minefields, hid in the luggage compartments of 
Western cars or flew across the frontier in light 
planes. 

Those who were caught, like the man a few days 
ago who was found clinging to the underside of a 
West German bus as it prepared to leave East Ber- 
lin, freed jail sentences. Hope of freedom then 
rested on the West German authority's decision to 
‘buy* the would-be refugee from the East German 
authorities for a sum running into tens of thousands 
of dollars. 

Although most of the escape hatches to the West 
are now dosed and successful escapes are rare, the 
GDR is facing an unprecedented situation in Com- 
munist Europe, where a very large proportion of its 
17 million citizens are living in a state of spiritual" 
abstraction. Alone in the Eastern bloc, East Ger- 
mans know that they could emigrate and still be at 
home in a German*- speaking land. 

West German TV covers the whole of the GDR’s 
territory, with the exception of the north-eastern 
and south-eastern comers.’ Most . East German 
households take their news, their films and their 
advertising from the West. In front of the TV set in 
the evening, they are transported into a society 
where criticism is allowed and all the news is given, 
even if bad. It has now become impossible to inter- 
est them in the slanted news reporting of their own 
newspapers and TV stations. 

hi 1972 East Berlin and Bonn signed an accord 
which committed the East to opening its frontiers to 
relatives from the West. Seven million West Ger- 
mans visit East Germany each year, bringing with 
them Western goods and an image of prosperity and 
free speech. 

The reaction to this ceaseless flow of rich cousins 
is not always one of un mixed admiration. One 
Western visitor has a family of relatives in West 
Berlin just beyond the Wall who suffer terribly from 
not being able to escape into the West 

But when he goes to another family in the coun- 
tryside, he finds them determined to close their 


minds against a Western way of life that can -never 
be theirs. T%g%jaalce a point of not watching West- : 
exh Gcnt^Tv. because it would prevent them 
from bemjfttmiient with’ what they have. 

. When Honecker took over from tiie tough hard- 
liner Walter Ulbricht in 1971, he promised to intro- 
duce a more liberal ‘consumer* Communism. But 
intolerance of criticism has grown, even though it 
has become plainer every year that East Germans 
are relying on other sources of information than the 
propaganda handed out by their leaders. 

Three years ago the GDR exiled the waspisMy 
critical Jnit ardently Communist poet and ballad 
singer Wolf Biennann. This opened a struggle bet- 
ween the Communist Stafe and its leading intellec- 
tuals which still continues. 

The writers published their books in the West 
The physicist Professor Robert Havemann^a close 
friend of Biennann, who was in a Nazi jail with 
Honecker, was placed under virtual house arrest for 
five- and- a- half years. 

Some writers, like the poet Reiner Kunze The 
Marvellous Years % chose exile. Others, threaten^ 
with heavy fines if they continue to publish in toe 
West, are dinging on in the East 

Rudolf Bahro, an unknown East German 
bureaucrat, who published in West Germany. a 
devastating Marxist critique Of East German 
bureaucracy called ‘The Alternative ’ is serving a 
jail sentence for slandering the State'. Nico Hubner, 
a 22-year-old conscientious objector who refused 
call-up to-the East German armed forces, is also in 
jail. It is not yet dear if these two qualify for tbe 
anniversary amnesty now announced by the East 
German authorities. 

Most of these intellectuals are not — or not yet— 
fully fledged ideological enemies of the Communist 
society that formed them. Biermann even talks Of 
the East as ‘the better Germany’ . Their opposition 
is based on the con viction that something they cared 
about has lost its way and become deformed. 

There is little sign that the East German regime 
on its 30th birthday accepts this analysis or is pre- 
pared to try to find the road back. (OFNS)

“But, before that, tbe 
Arabs would do well to end their 
differences and improve the tense 
relations among themselves.” 

Okaz expressed surprise over 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan's reported threat to resign 
should the Israeli government 


resolve to continue its policy of 
confiscation of Arab territories. 
The Israeli plot, tbe paper said, 
been laid bare and the Arabs 
have realized it very well that 
Israel would accept a peace that 
serves its own expansionist 
designs in the region. 

The paper described the Israeli 
leaders as “wounded falcon^’ in 
regard to the Palestinian rights, 
and urged tbe world conscience to 
put an end to this “comedy'. It

For a start there are 
fewer Arabic works in existence, 
and the Arabs don't have great 
competition from European and 
American collectors as the Ira- 
nians did.” 


Since 1969, interest in Persian 
art among Iranians, spurred by the 
Empress, sent prices soaring, 
eliminating competion from 
European and American buyers in 
some fields. Lacquer paintings 
and pen boxes from the Qajar 
period — a decadent phase in Per- 
sia's history — rocketed, prices of 
antique Persian carpets increased 
by as much as 100 per cent a year.

Before and after the revolution. 
Iranian dealers left the country to 
settle in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, New York or London, so 
their numbers at international 
sales have, generally remained 
high. But prices have trailed. The 
Iranian government is no longer a 
major collector and private Ira- 
nian collectors now in Europe or 
America have smaller bank 
blances and greater worries. Iran 
is closed to both imports and 
exports of art works, although 
prices within the country — espe- 
cially of new and old carpets are 

understood to be extremely high. 

Sotheby’s experts planning this 
October' s sales expected a change 
to demand. The April sales 
showed that Iranian dealers were 
still buying after the revolution, 
but were much more selective and 
restrained than last year. So this 
week’s sales were adjusted to 
include fewer Persian works, 
especially tbose with nationalistic 
appeal, and more of general 
Islamic interest. Sellers of “dif- 
ficult items”, if they were 
accepted, were advised to accept 
lower reserve prices. 

- Coins 

In the Islamic coin sale in par- 
ticular the adjustments paid off. 
Only 2 per cent of the lots failed to 
reach reserve price and were 
withdrawn, compared to 10 per 
cent in April. And the sale itself 
was particularly successful, said 
Tom Eden, Sotheby’s coin expert, 
making a total of £60,579, — 
£8,000 more than his highest 
estimate. 

“Prices for Persian coins are 
.down appreciably from October 
last year,” he said, “and by as 
much as 50 per cent for the com- 
mon items. But Arabic coins 
remain unaffected, with particu- 
larly high prices for coins of the 
time of Wuhammed and the early 
Islamic dynasties.” 

' “Nevertheless the Arabic coin 
market is highly unpredictable, we 
had two rare gold Arabic coins 
with Byzantine influence struck to 
North Africa in the 8th Century, a 
se miss is and a tremissis. The semi- 
ssis, far the rarer of the two, sold 
for a good price — £1,800. 
whereas the tremissis reached 
£ 2 , 000 .” 

Had the current high price of 
gold affected this week’s coin 
prices? 

“People may feel encouraged to 
buy gold coins because they know 
gold is increasing to value,” he 
said, “but an Arab- Byzantine coin 
may make £1,000 with a gold 
value of no more than £15.” 
Carpets 

Persian and Oriental rugs and 
carpets have been much less 
affected by the events in Iran, says 
Sotheby's carpet expert Jack 
Franses; because demand is inter- 
national rather than Iranian. 

“The Iranians were certainly 
very big buyers in the raid- 
seventies, pushing prices up 
astronomically, but now prices are 
only marginally lower. The Ira- 
nian dealers, who make up nearly 
half the dealers at an average sale 
are now living and selling in the 
West.” 

“This week's sale was really 
very good, with no weaknesses at 
alT. The 161 lots of mainly 19th 
and 20th Century carpets from 
private British owners fetched 
£399,000, well above Fransetfs 
estimate. 

“At last June's sale we pre- 
dicted disaster because of franco f 
we had only half the sale in carpets 
and the rest kelims. But in fact it 
was the ke liras that were the prob- 
lem and the carpets stayed 
strong.” 

The main problem now for the 
art market is not so much the Ira- 
nian, he believes, as the present 
money market 

“ With gold booming and a bank 
interest rate of 18 per cent, dealers 
have been unable to buy as they 
would have liked — they have told 
me so this week — and so natur- 
ally prices are lower.” 

Few consignments of the car- 
pets bought up by Iranians to the 
boom period have emerged on the 
market since the revolution. Sev- 
eral million pounds worth, which 
escaped the country, are now 
stored in bonded warehouses in 
Europe until the market picks up 
again. 

Hie Empress’s collection is 
known to have been impounded in 
Iran. 

“I fear for the market for new 
Persian carpets,’’ Franses said. 
“Unless carpets are reaching the 
West at the old levels within a 
year, the demand will have been 
taken up by the Turkish, Kashmir 
and Indian equivalents." 

Carpet prices are almost certain 
to rise rapidly again soon, even 
early next year. Prices for new 
carpets especially, are barely cov- 
ering the weavers? wages at cur 
rent rates of inflation. 

The Islamic art market has set- 
tled into new patterns since Iran, 
but, as Sotheby's experts were 
quick to point out, a grest many 
factors affect international sales 
and it will be some time before any 
predictions can be made with con- 
fidence.

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Hua given warm welcome 
as he arrives in France 


PARIS, Oct. 15 (AP) — Chin- 
ese Premier Hua Guofeng arrived 
to a triumphant welcome here 
Monday at the start of his three- 
week trip to Western Europe. 

Hua arrived at Orly Airport just 
before 11:30 a.m. local time 
(1030 GMT) and was greeted by 
French President Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing and a French color 
guard.

Poor stage sit-in 

Peking protests grow 


PEKING. Oct. 15 CAP) — 
About 100 homeless protesters 
from China's provinces staged a 
sit-in for the third straight day 
Monday at the government’s 
doorstep, and complained that 
one of their leaders fainted from 
sickness and hunger. 

“ We are hungry but our will is 
solid," said a poster pasted Mon- 
day on Democracy Wall and 
signed “ the masses of Shangfang," 
meaning those who visit the capi- 
tal to plead their cases. 

“On the night of the 14th Sun- 
day night," it said, “the weather 
was cold and it was drizzling... One 
Shangfang comrade horn Sichuan 
Province has been sick and weak 
in body. Every day he drank only 
water but he was leading the peo- 
ple in chanting slogans. 

“On the 14th be fainted and was 
taken away in an ambulance. We 
do not know where he is.” 

Another poster complained of 
police harassment Saturday and 
said one protester was beaten. 

The demonstrators, most of 
them in rags and a few on crutches, 
have pasted pink, yellow and 
green posters on the ornate entr- 
ance to the Chungnanhai central 
government office. 

They have demanded to see act- 
ing Premier Deng Xiaoping, who 
is in charge while Premier Hua 
Guofeng is visiting Europe. 

They have brought bread and 
bedding and for two nights the 
diehard crew has slept onthe con- 
crete driveway along the capital's 
main Changan Boulevard. During 
the day the crowd has ebbed and 
flowed sometimes reaching 300.

Shangfang have been protesting in 
Peking. In August they sat in for 
more than three weeks at Chung- 
nanhai. 

They demand redress of old 
wrongs, most of which stem from 
the Cultural Revolution. Many 
said they were falsely accused and 
persecuted and lost homes, jobs, 
food rations and personal registra- 
tions. 

Some said tbeir only crimes 
were criticizing the Gang of Four, 
exposing corrupt leaders or engag- 
ing in sideline agricultural produc- 
tion. 

Even today, they say, many 
local officials refuse to rectify past 
injustice and continue to perse- 
cute them.

Italian forces operated jointly 
across Northeast Italy in NATO's 
autumn war games, the name of an 
agling Communist leader loomed 
in the minds of military and politi- 
cal observers as possibly malting 
all the difference whether tbe 
Atlantic Alliance will ever go to 
war here to defend the freedom of 
the West 

His name is Josip Broz Tito, the 
87-year-old leader whose policy 
has assured the. peoples of Yugos- 
lavia their longest stretch of unity 
and independence in history. In 
the past 35 years die Yugoslav 
leader has established the Balkan 
nation as a vital buffer between 
NATO and the Soviet- led War- 
saw Pact 

Uncertainty over the future of 
Yugoslavia and Moscow’s aims 
after Tito is gone is possibly the 
main "variable" in NATO’s 
strategic plans for continental 
Italy. 

“ Sooner or later we are going 
to have a change of government 
there (in Yugoslavia), and tre- 
mendous Soviet pressures to get 
them back into the Soviet camp, ” 
says Adm. Harold Shear, U.S. 
Commander in Chief of Allied 
Forces Southern Europe 
(Afeouth). 

Of the three potential combat 
theaters envisaged by NATO on 
its southern flank — Eastern Tur- 
key, Greece and Turkish Thrace, 
Northeast Italy — only this one 
has no border in common with 
Warsaw Pact nations. 

But there is a keen awareness 
among experts that the Kremlin 
will take advantage of any weak- 
ness on tbe part of Tito' s succes- 
sors to get Yugoslavia back to tbe 
fold of satellite nations, from 
which Tito defiantly broke away 
more than 30 years ago. 

“ As they say, Hto is the one 
Communist leader whom Western 
governments most sincerely wish 
to live long,” a NATO briefing 


officer said.

Kim's recent expulsion from 
parliament on charges of anti- 
state remarks led to the mass res- 
ignation of 69 opposition law- 
makers in protest Saturday. 

Park’s ruling party convened a 
meeting of key officials Monday to 
contemplate countermeasures to 
the mass opposition resignation.

UAE , Japan open talks 
on oil supplies today 


TOKYO, Oct. 15 (R) — Mane 
Said Al-Oteiba, petroleum and 
mineral resources minister of the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
arrives here Tuesday for a four- 
day official visit to Japan and talks 
with Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira. 

A trade ministry spokesman 
here said Oteiba, who is also pres- 
ident of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), will exchange views on 
oil supplies and prices and discuss 
Japanese economic cooperation* 
with the Gulf nation. 

Government sources said 
Japanese officials were also 
expected to seek Oteiba's assis- 
tance to help hold down crude oil 
prices during an annual OPEC 
meeting in December. 

Japan, which imports nearly all 


of its crude oil needs, is also likely 
to ask Oteiba to increase supplies 
from the United Arab Emirates, 
they added. 

At present, Japan buys about 
450,000 barrels of oil a day from 
the UAE through direct deals, 
which is equivalent to. about 10 
per cent of its annual imports of 
crude. 

The official spokesman said 
Oteiba will meet Japanese Fore- 
ign Minister Sunao Sonoda and 
International Trade and Industry 
Minister Masumi Esaki, who vis- 
ited the UAE in July. 

Oteiba is also scheduled to meet 
former Prime Ministers Takeo 
Miki and Takeo Fukuda and 
Toshiwo Doko, president of 
Japan 1 s influential business organ- 
ization Ke id amen. 


Algerian minister sacked 


ALGIERS, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Ahmed Ghozali, 42, Algeria’s 
minister of water resources and 
the creator of the giant state-run 
oil and gas monopoly, Sonatrach. 
was abruptly fired from the gov- 
ernment of President Bendjedid 
Chedli Sunday in the first cabinet 
shuffle since Cbadlfs election in 
January. 

There was no official explana- 
tion for Ghozalf s dismissal and no 
other government job was 
assigned to him. As president of 
Sonatrach, the French-educated 
technocrat at at one time was . 
regarded as the second most pow- 
erful personality in Algeria behind 
the late President Houari 
Boumedienne. 

He founded Sonatrach — the 
National Society for Production 
and Commercialization of Hyd- 
rocarbons — in 1963 and built it 
into one of the world's largest 


state-owned oil corporations con- 
trolling virtually every activity 
linked to oil and gas, the nation's 
major export industry, including 
prospecting, refining, gas liquefac- 
tion, pipeline construction and 
operation, domestic retail sales 
and foreign sales contacts. By 
1977 the corporation had an 
annual turnover of more than $ 10 
billion and was regarded by many 
Algerians as a “state wi thin the 
state.” 

In 1977, Boumedienne prom- 
oted Ghozali to energy minister, a 
post he held until Boumedienne 
died in December, 1978. In the 
cabinet of President Chedli, 
Boumedienne’s successor, Ghoz- 
ali was downgraded to minister of 
■ water resources. Ghozali was 
known to be unhappy over his 
demotion and was frequently 
criticized for continuing to inter- 
fere in the running of Sonatrach.

U.S. attorneys attempt 
to reopen anti-OPEC suit 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 15 (AP) — Attorneys for & labor union 
try to persuade a U.S. judge to reopen an “unprecedented 1 ' price- 
fixing suit against the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. 

Attorney James Davis said be is seeking another trial because of 
new evidence that OPEC nations are attempting to buy refineries in 
the United States. 

“It now appears the OPEC nations have set out to control down- 
stream sales and operations of oil," said Davis, who filed the suit last 
year on behalf of the International Association of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers (IAM). 

•* The/ J] not only lift the oil but bring it to our shores in their own 
ships and bring it to their own refineries,” said Davis. 

The attorney said an unidentified OPEC nation has already tried 
to purchase an Oklahoma refinery and he claimed Kuwait is cur- 
rently attempting to buy tankers. 

U.S. district judge A. Hauk dismissed the IAM suit Aug.-42 on 
the grounds that price-fixing agreements among the 13 nations in 
OPEC were “sovereign acts,” and therefore were not subject to 
United States antitrust laws. 

Hauk ruled that the plaintiffs had foiled to prove that OPECs 
actions had any direct effect on consumers in his jurisdiction. 

Davis said new evidence to be presented would “ specifically aval' 
with the question of the judge that not enough business was actually 
being done here by the OPEC nations ” 

The IAM suit seeks an imspedfied amount of damages and an 
injunction against excessive oil price increases by the OPEC nations. 
Davis has suggested in the past that an injunction against the OPEC 
nations might be enforced by the seizure of their holdings in the 
United States. 

OPEC nations have not responded directly to the suit other than 
to say that American courts do not have jurisdiction over their 
internal decisions on how much to charge for oil. 

In another development Chase Manhattan Bank Chairman 
David Rockefeller said in Washington Sunday the U.S. economic 
recession need not be deep or long if there are no big new oil price 
increases. 

“The best estimate of our economists is that it should not be as 
deep as the ‘74-75 recession, and that by the middle of next year we 
will be seeing the economy working out of the recession ” he said. 

He told the U.S. News and World Report magazine that the 
slowdown caused by oil prices had hit the United States earlier than 
some parts of the world. By the end of the year, be said, the recession 
would be generally worldwide. 

Rockefeller said recent actions by the Federal Reserve Board 
should have an impact on relieving inflation, bnt that an effective 
energy policy and appropriate fiscal policies also are crucial. 

He also said the soaring price of gold was no longer the direct 
measure of a weakened U.S. (foliar that it once was because” the two 
have become detached to some extent in the last year.”

Investment controls eased 

TOKYO, Oct. 15 (AP)* — 

China is relaxing controls on fore- 
ign investments but lacks some of 
foe simplest legal mechanisms for 
establishing joint business agree- 
ments with outsiders, a Harvard 
University specialist on Chinese 
law said Monday. 

“ China is opening up its institu- 
tions and developing competi- 
tion,” Jerome Alan Cohen told a* 

Foreign Correspondents Club 
luncheon. “But change in China 
can take a very long time.” 

Cohen, who lives in Peking and 
has served as an adviser to some 
U.S. political candidates, includ- 
ing President Jimmy Carter, said 
an important first step was a new 
law in July allowing foreign com- 
panies to establish joint ventures 
with state-run enterprises in 
China, and receive' foe profits in 
hard currency. 

But when foreigners arrive in 
China to work out deals, they 
often find the Chinese are not 
equipped to sign contracts 
immediately. 

“The negotiations often drag on 
for a long time. The Chinese have 
a lot to learn when it comes to 
making rules for international 
trading,” Cohen said. 

He described foe Chinese as 
“hungry for legal training" that 
would enable them to make 


a gree mea ts with foreign investors. 

Economic realities have forced 
Peking to scale down its grandiose 
modernization plans to more 
modest proportion, Co ben said. 
Although a general commitment 
to modernization remains, there is 
apparently a shift in strategies and 
priorities, he added. 

With the number of unemp- 


loyed approaching g '20 million in 
the unskilled field, he said, the 
Chinese are “desperately trying to 
find ways" to give these people 
work. 

He tributed the unemployment 
rate partly to a legacy of foe “lost 
decade” between 1966 and 1976, 
when the Cultural Revolution and 
,turmoLl before 1 Mao Tse- lung’s 
death disrupted society. 

Bank strike 
hits Italy 

MILAN, Italy, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Italy’s 280,000 bank employees 
struck nationwide Monday for a 
new contract, shutting down all 
banks. It was the first of a series of 
walkouts in a week of severe labor 
unrest. 

Public transportations will be 
halted nationwide four hours 
Tuesday, foe third stoppage for 
streetcars, buses and subways in 
20 days. 

Gasoline stations will be closed 
a full day on Thursday. Air traffic 
was expected to be disrupted this 
week following stoppages of air 
controllers. 

[Public transportation workers 
are seeking renewal of a long- 
expired contract. Gasoline station 
owners seek larger profit on 
gasoline sold. Air controllers 
demand fringe benefits. 

Meanwhile, in Turin, Fiat 
Chairman Giovanni Agnelli met 
unionists to discuss foe recent 
decision of Italy's largest auto- 
makers to fire 61 workers, 
allegedly involved in violent 
actions inside Fiat factories. 


German cam 
test gasohol 

'BERLIN, Oct. 15 (DAD) — 
Gasohol, already on trial in foe 
Federal Republic of Germany, is 
soon to undergo full-scale tests, 
with Volkswagen converting 
1,200 cars to run on a mixture of 
85 percent petrol and 15 percent 
methanol. 

A first batch of 45 test vehicles 
have logged 1.5m kilometers on 
gasohol, cutting consumption by 
3.2 per cent and atmospheric pol- 
lution even more substantially. 
Clean- air exhaust fumes contain 
50 per cent less carbon monoxide 
and 30 per cent less unburnt hyd- 
rocarbons. 

Inexpensive methanol is a byp- 
roduct from petrochemical 
refineries and can be refined from 
oil, coal or organic waste. The 
experiment has begun at nineteen 
filling stations in the Federal 
Republic and eleven in West Ber- 
lin. 

Domestic and foreign motor 
manufacturers and private motor- 
ists are associated with the trials, 
which are backed by foe Bonn 1 
Research Ministry. 

In West Berlin, 600 motorists 
have agreed to run their cars on 
gasohol until the end of 1982. 

Fuel pipes and carburetters 
need converting, and Volkswagen 
have refitted 1,200 VWs, 600 of 
which are to be run in the Federal 
Republic as company cars. The 
extra cost is to be met from public 
funds. 

Buyers of an experimental 
gasohol Volkswagen pay foe regu- 
lar purchase price and are to be 
refunded 15 per cent by foe tax- 
man over the three years of trials. 
Besides, fuel is cheaper: 15 pfen- 
nigs a liter. 

Iraq sends trade 
group to Africa 

BAGHDAD, Oct. 15 (R) — 
An Iraqi economic delegation left 
Monday for Mozambique, 
Madagascar, Zambia and Tan- 
zania, the Iraqi News Agency 
reported. 

It said the delegation was led by 
Hikrnat Ibrahim: member of the 
ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council (RCC), who would 
deliver messages from President 
Saddam Hussein to African lead- 
ers on developing Iraq’s relations 
with foe four countries. 
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Carter’s aide checking 
fuel pricing policies 


WASHINGTON, Oct 15 (AP) 
— Presidential Adviser Alfred 
Kahn says his office is checlring 
fuel pricing policies because oil 
and gas prices “seem. to have 
increased much more than can be 
explained by foe increase in the 
cost of crude oiL" 

If U.S. oil companies are found 
to be violating foe Jimmy Carter 
administration's price guidelines, 
Kahn said Sunday on national 
television (CBS' Pace the Nation 
program), “ then I think we would 
use our most powerful weapon, 
which is public opinion.” 

“We found they (foe com- 
panies) prize above all their good 
name. We are prepared, if we find 
□on -compliance, to tell the world 
and scream it to foe world and I 
think that would be very effec- 
tive,” said Kahn, chairman of the 
President’s Council on Wage and 
Price Controls. _ 

Hie added that no evidence of 
widespread non-compliance has 
yet been turned by the review, 
which likely will be completed at 


the end of the month. 

Meanwhile, Occidental Pet- 
roleum Chairman Armand Ham- 
mer predicted Sunday that 
Americans will face continuing oil 
price increases “until we make 
ourselves independent of foreign 
oiL"

Soviet troop cut seen as little help to NATO

NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP) — The 
recently announced Soviet troop reduction in 
Eastern Europe “does not change in any 
meaningful way the superiority of the Soviet 
Union's conventional forces in Europe over 
those of NATO,” says NATO Secretary 
General Joseph Luns. 

Newsweek in its forthcoming issue, 
further quotes luns as saying in an interview 
that the Warsaw Pact “will always made 
superiority" despite NATO buildups in con- 
ventional arms. 

According to the magazine's international 
edition, Luns also said that while “the deci- 
sion to withdraw 20,000 men and 1 ,000 tanks 
is a rather nice gesture and is appreciated 
(Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev) did not 
mention at all the SS-20 missle or the back- 
fire bomber, new weapons that are very 
threatening. He made only general state- 
ments about the amount of military power 
they have now and what they had five or six 
years ago. That is misleading. On the whole, 
the countries of the (NATO) allian ce are 
skeptical." 

The announcement, Newsweek quotes the 
secretary-general as saying, “is a prerequisite 
to meaningful talks about weapons control." 
But Luns added in his interview, that" the big

thing is to get an agreement on figures. That, 
the Russians have refused until now. Until 
they do, I fear that the stalemate might well 
go on." 

In Bonn Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
endorsed on Sunday a new generation of U.S. 
nuclear missiles for deployment in Europe, 
saying NATO would proceed despite Soviet 
threats of countermeasures. 


“The West will not renounce something 
that the Soviets long ago achieved in their 
region," Schmidt said in a West German 
radio interview in his strongest statement yet 
on the issue. 

NATO ministers are to decide in 
December whether to station 572 new 
middle-range nuclear weapons in Europe, 
land-based cruise and Pershing missiles cap- 


able of hitting the Soviet Union. 

The tactical weapons would respond to the 
Soviet deployment in die last 18 months of 
1 20 SS- 20 missiles capable of hitting Western 
Europe. 

NATO military experts have recom- 
Vnended deploying the U.S. missiles but some 
Western European politicians are reluctant 
to take the step. 

The debate has heated up since Soviet 
President Brezhnev's Oct. 6 speech warning 
NATO against installing the missiles. 

But Schmidt said in the radio interview that 
NATO would not be put off by Brezhnev’s 
threats. 

He said NATO would issue a two-part 
decision in December both accepting the 
U.S. nuclear weapons because “a consider- 
able Soviet advantage is to be feared" and 
offering to negotiate the issue with the 
.Soviets. 

He said updating of the NATO arsenal 
would have to proceed unless the Soviets 
agree “to go back to zero" in this area of their 
weaponry. 

The chancellor also reiterated that West 
Germany would not agree to become the only 
Western European country to allow deploy- 
ment of the modem missiles on its soil.

Carter force 
impressed by 
test victory 




ORLANDO, Florida, Oct. 15 ( R) — Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter’s campaign organizers 
have continued to say he won a badly needed 
victory over Senator. Ed ward Kennedy in the 
Florida Democratic Party caucus. 

A victory was important to bolster Carter’ s 
re-election prospects in the face of an increas- 
ingly certain 1980 challenge from the Mas- 
sachusetts senator. 

The Florida caucus represented a relatively 
minor event in the presidential race. But it 
was treated as the opening of the campaign 
because it provided the first direct contest 
between Carter and Kennedy forces. 

Neither Carter nor the senator has offi- 
cially declared himself in the race, although 
both are expected to do so by early 
December. 

■Kennedy backers admitted Sunday the 
president led in official returns. But they said 
the Carter victory claim was based on a pro- 
jected narrow lead in the Miami area which 
could easily be remersed when official 
returns were counted.

Carter coordinator Jay Hakes said he was 
confident the president 1 s unofficial narrow 
lead in Miami would be borne out by the 
official returns, giving him a two-to-one lead. 

Kennedy, travelling in Kentucky Sunday 
played down the importance of the Florida 
vote. 

“ I don' t want to minimize the efforts of the 
people in Florida but the matter is I haven't 
campaigned as a candidate in Florida,” he 
said. 


LONDON Oct. 15 (AP) — Britain 
announced Monday h will go ahead with 
separate independence talks with Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia's black Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa, after guerrilla chiefs again 
rejected the proposed independence con- 
stitution. 

The dramatic turn in the peace talks opens 
the way for British recognition of its war- torn 
rebel colony. 

It came after an icy 45-minute session bet- 
ween British Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
rington, conference chairman, and Patriotic 
Front co-leaders Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo as the talks entered their sixth week. 

Given three deadlines over the past week 
to accept Britain's proposed constitution for 
an independent Zimbabwe, the guerrilla 
leaders told Carrington they will not drop 
their objections. 

Mugabe and Nkomo walked rapidly from 
the meeting, simply telling reporters there 
was “no progress." 

Within minutes, the Foreign Office issued 
a statement announcing that talks would 
begin Tuesday with Muzorewa on imple- 
menting the constitution which the country’ s 
first black prime minister agreed 1 0 days ago.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 15 (AP) — The U.S. 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee is opening the 
U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT II) to possible amendments, with some 
members looking for a formula to win the pact 
enough support to make certain the now- splintered 
Senate will ratify it. 

Hie panel has been taking testimony on the 
SALT II treaty and the hardware and strategy of 
nuclear war since early July. Monday it began to put 
what it has learned into practice during a mark-up 
session, expected to last at least seven working days, 
that will examine the agreement section by section 
for possible change. 

So far, no committee member has offered an 
amendment which would change the text of the 
treaty itself, although each is free to bring up for a 
vote text-changing amendments written by other 
senators. 

Some of these proposals are widely regarded os 
“kilter amendments" in that they likely would cause 
the Soviet union to reject the altered treaty. 

Votes are expected on a number of less drastic 


reservations or understandings, which state U.S. 
policy on a number of arms control issues and would 
be attached not to the treaty but to the separate 
ratification documents. 

The committee is likely to approve, for example, 
an understanding that the treaty protocol placing 
temporary limits on the United States' mobile MX 
missile and the cruise missile does in fact expire at 
the end of 1981 as scheduled and will not be 
extended without Senate approval. 

.The Senate remains deeply divided over the tre- 
aty and ratification is nor now thought to be imposs- 
ible without some means of addressing the varying 
concerns of a number of groups of senators. 

These include -senators who say they are likely to 
vote “no" on SALT unless President Jimmy Car- 
ter s administration succeeds in eliminating the 
combat capability of a Soviet brigade in Cuba. 

Others say their votes hinge on the administra- 
tion's commitment to spending substantially more 
on defense to match a growing Soviet momentum in 
both nuclear and conventional weapons.

Russia hits U.S. on Caribbean plans 
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MOSCOW, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
The Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda said Monday 
that U.S. naval and air maneuvers 
in the Caribbean are not a sign of 
strength, but of the “weakness of 
the stranglers of freedom." 

In a commentary by correspon- 
dent Vitaly Kononov, the paper 
said “American imperialism" was 
using a “big stick" approach to 


stop progressive forces in the 
Caribbean. 

It said Cuba's voice in world 
affairs was becoming increasingly 
strong, revolution had triumphed 
in Nicaragua and that Grenada, 
Jamaica. Guyana and other coun- 
tries in the region were taking 
independent lines in foreign pol- 
icy. 

“The peoples of the world. 
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including those of Latin America, 
are taking their fate into their own 
hands ever more firmly,’’ Pravda 
said- It said that behind the 
American maneuvers lurks an 
attempt by American “sabre- 
rattlers" to stir up pockets of ten- 
sion wherever possible in the 
world. 

Meanwhile in New York, 
Cuban President Fidel Castro said 
Ronald Reagan is the only poss- 
ible presidential candidate whom 
he would definitely not like to see 
elected in 1980, ABC-TV news- 
woman Barbara Walters reported 
Sunday. 

“The only one he doesn't want 

for president is Ronald Reagan.” 
Miss Walters said in an appear- 
ance on the start of the network's 
Issues and Answers interview 
program. 

Miss Walters, who interviewed 
Castro Saturday evening at the 
Cuban Mission to the United 
Nations in New York, said the 
Cuban teadcr"eagerly" answered \ 
questions posed by herself and 10 
other news media representatives 
invited to dine at the mission. 
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
